Destruction By Fire - 


WIDESPREAD DESTRUCTION IS CAUSED in this country every 
year through fire. These losses are measured not only in‘ dollars, but in 
human lives, and one of the most regrettable facts in connection with the 
whole problem is, that’ many of these losses could be averted, Events ‘have 
‘shown that although every effort has been made to educate the public in 
the matter of fire prevention, in many instances, tragic fires have proven 
to be the results of carelessness and disregard of fundamental rules of 
safety. Recent surveys have’ shown that fire losses in Canada are increasing 
each year. In 1946 they werg, 12 per cent, higher than in the preceding 
year, and the increase over a period of five years was estimated to be about 
55 per cent. 


In 1946 it was reported that 408 people lost their lives 
Serious Loss in canada because of fires, In that year there were 

‘ 55,400 fires in the Dominion and of these 41,005, which 
Of Property made up nearly 80 per cent. of the total, destroyed 
residential property. This would be a Serious loss at any time, and is espe- 
cially so now, in view of the shortage of homes. It was estimated that the 


;number of residences destroyed or damaged by fire in 1946, would provide ip 


shelter for 200,000 persons. The damage done to commercial property, and | 
the losses caused by forest fires were not reported but it is known that each 
year there are large fires in stores, warehouses and factories throughout the 
country, and there is seldom a year when some part of our forest wealth is 
not destroyed by fire.

Although fires are not confined to any one season of 
Frequent Inthe year, many of the worst fires do occur here in the 
. Winter Time winter time, and frequently in the most severe weath- 

er, when heating systems are overtaxed, or inflam- 
mable objects are placed too close to heating units. Too often victims of 
fires in residential buildings are helpless children, and each winter many 
pitiful accidents of this kind are reported from all parts of the country. 
When lack of regard for safety rules, with which everyone should be famil- 
iar, result in fires which destroy life and property, the tragedy is doubly 
regrettable, and it appears that many of the mounting number of. fires 
which occur in this country each year are the result of carelessness and 
disregard of proper precautionary measures.

The new unit, called an anthra- 
tube, was developed by engineers of | 
the Anthracite Institute and is now) 
in manuafcture by several companies. 

At a preview in the offices of the | 
institute here, twd° models—the bin- 
feed and hopper ‘types—were shown. | 
The bin-feed burns pea-size hard coal | 
and the other type burns chestnut-; 
size hard’ coal and: can operate on 
one filling for several days, accord- | 
ing to the institute engineers. 

As explained by Frank W. Earnest,; 
jr., president of the institute, the an-, 
thratube is a complete boiler-burner | 
unit ‘based on an entirely new coal-! 
burning principle.” | 

The unit comes assembled in one) 
section and can be erected in a home, 
in about 10 minutes, according to 
It can heat an eight-room | 
house, he said. | 

He also said that the new unit 
eliminates ash dust, asserting that 
the “ash is discharged automatically | 
into a container, and that an induced : 
draft fan prevents the dust from | 
seeping out. ea 

The new unit employs a reversal 
of the old principle of burning a slow , 
fire in a large fire pot: In it, a fast, 
fire is used in a small pot. This, the: 
engineers said, increases the efficien- | 
cy of the heating unit. | 

Dr. ,Raymond C. Johnson; _vice- 
president of the institute.’ and in!

duced draft fan also swirls hot flue | 
gases against the heat-transmitting | 
inner. surfaces of the boiler.

The following article was taken 
from the Toronto Globe and Mail: 
When. warnings are issued not to 
drive a motor car after drinking in- 
toxicants many people just. shrug 
their shoulders. The assumption is 
that the counsel. comes. from some 
sort of dry. Yet if a person, before 
he takes a drink, will only think of 
the power in his motor car, the de- 
struction it can bring, if he loses 
control, he will readily see that it 
needs all a motorist’s faculties to 
drive safely. 

Professor Joslyn Rogers, who js in 
the Faculty of Chemistry at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, has for a great 
number of years been the official 
consulting analyst for the Province 
of Ontario. His experience is wider 
than most and is equalled by few in 
his field in Canada. What he says 
about those who drink and drive is 
therefore worthy of special notice. 

If (said Professor Rogers) you 
could only see the results of exces- 
sive drinking as I do in the cases 
which. confront me day by day, you 
too, would be horrified. The drunken 
driver is one of the greatest curses 
of the country today and until we 
can educate people to the use of 
liquor for the purpose for which it 
was intended—which is not for driv- 
ing a car—then our records will con- 
tinue to, be appalling. A drunken 
driver is nothing more than a dan- 
gerous animal at large, as you would 
agree if you saw the results of some 
of our road accidents over the course 
of a week. 

Motorists, who might agree with 
every word spoken by Professor Rog- 
ers, after-they take a few drinks 
forget themselves, They leave a 
party, or a tavern, in no condition 
to drive, but drive they do.
